Williams grove, the pretty tract of 


shaded acreage in the southern part 
of the city and for many years one- 
of tiie favorite park spots of Fort 
Wayne people, has been sold to a 
total of more than fifty purchasers. 


This pretentious real estate trans- 


action, which has just been carried 
to n successful 
consummation by 


Louis F. Curdes, means that within 
a- short time many handsome resi- 
dences will replace tJhe grove dis- 
trict, and it puts an end at the earne 
time to an oft-cherished hope that 
some time the charming tract might 
be acquired by the city 
and pre- 


served as a public park. 


Tho grove, about eleven acres in 


extent, is one of tho city's 
land- 


marks. 
It is bounded 
by 
West 


Creighton, Hoagland and Woodland 
avenues and Eouth Webster street, 
nnd was originally a portion of tho 
Williams form. 'It has been owned 
for many yexrs by Henry M. Wil- 
liams and his relatives, and while 
tlio city's expansion, bullded up the 
district upon all sides, this tract was 
preserved in nil its native charm and 
beauty. Upon several occasions Mr. 
Williams has mado most generous 
offers of sale to the city for park pur- 
poses, but tho city has never seen 
its way olear to take up the proposi- 
tion. 
For many years, 
also, the 


owners have kindly permitted the 
use of the grove for picnics and simi- 
lar gatherings and itn value and de- 
sirability 
for park 
purposes will 


doubtless be the more thoroughly ap- 
p)ecioted now that it is beyond tho 
reach for. such UBM.

! IT WAS' DONE QUICKLY. 
Something like flvo yenra ago the 


property, which had previously been 
taxed merely 
an an acreage, was 


platted into lots and thereafter' as- 
sessed as suchl Lying idle, Uie in- 
vestment could yield absolutely no 
rcturiis and It had been carried for 
many years In tho hope that the city 
might desire to acquire it for park 
purposes. 
There was little likeli- 


hood of such a termination, and two 
weeks ago Louis F. Curdes, the well 
known real estate agent, secured ah 
option upon tlio property. 


Thero are sixty-six large lots ill 


the tract and Mr. Curdes set quietly 
about finding purchasers at prices 
ranging from $1,000 upward. Each 


I purchaser signed on agreement 
to 


abide by certain restrictions thrown 
about the property, among'them be- 
ing the provision that the district 
must be exclusively a residence dis- 
trict, no business houses cf imy kind 
being permitted on any o£ Uie lots. 


Purchasers snapped 
up the lots 


eagerly and Mr. Curdes declared to- 
day that ha could easily have sold 
half as many more upon the same 
terms. Monday evening the assign- 
ment of the lots to the viulous pur- 
chasers was made, nnd it is expected 
that residences will be erected upon 
at least half of the lots within the 
coming year. As soon as the weather 
•will permit in the spring Taber and 


- Suttenfield streets will be extended 
through the tract and these streets 
paved.

London Bank 
Cashier Who 


Stole $60,000, Arrested 


-Found in Chicago, 


Chicago, Oct. 27.—Tho Tribune to- 


day says: 
After a chaso lasting fourteen months 
and in which 
two continents were 


traversed with a detective in pursuit, 
John .Morrison, assistant cashier oC 
tho Northampton bank . of London, 
charged with embezzling more than 
?GO,OQO, has been captured in Chicago. 
Morrison, with Edward Western, of the 
Scotland Yard detective force, who uC- 
fected the capture, now is on his way 
to England to answer the charge of 
defalcation. 


Morrison, after Ills flight, assumed 


.many ialiases. When arrested he was 
conducting a jewelry store in Forty- 
third street under tho name oE Henry 
Jorgan. He also has used the names 
of WIIHaui Jordln, -Henry Miller aud 
Francis. 


During August, 1902, in the tempo- 


rary absence oE the 
cashier of tho 


London hank, Morrison, it is alleged, 
fled to the 
continent. 
The 
theft 


amused the London bankers aud Wes- 
ton was put on the case. 


The detective started for the conti- 


nent only thirty hours after Morrison, 
but the fleeing man had sailed at once 
for Canada. There he bought a ticket 
for New York. 


In Now, York Morrison lived at a 


small boarding house for at least two 
months. Becoming nervous he left tho 
city and went to Boston, wheru he in- 
vested In a jewelry store. Tho fugi- 
tive did not stay long In Boston. He 
went to Marlon, Ohio, where he In- 
vested In a business venture. 


Wcstoii camo to Marlon, whore ho 


learned the embezzler bad left only a 
few hours before for. Chicago. 


Wcston arrived In Chicago only a 


few days later than Morrison. 


Wlion arrested the fugitive consent- 


ed to return to England without ex- 
tradition proceedings. 


MARSHAL LED INTO 


TiNlD KILLED 


Member of Posse in Ohio Sus- 


pected of Having Slain 


the Officer. 


Flushing, Ohio, Oct. 27,—As a ro- 


sult of tho autopsy mado by tlio au- 
thorities since tho shooting of Town 
Marshal George D. Elliott, last Fri- 
day ' night, it was today announced 
that John Wheeler, one of the five 
men Gcputized by the marshal to as- 
sist him in the raid on tho camp of 
negro desperadoes, is suspected of 
firing the fatal shot. 


I£ the police theory be correct, El- 


liott was led into a trap. It was 
Wheeler wbo gave the information 
that led to tho determination to mnke 
the raid. The contents of the shell 
that killed the marshal came from 
the gun placed 
in 
the 
hands oC 


Wheeler, and there are. empty bar- 
rels as further evidence. 


Charles Bethel, another member of 


the posse, became suspicious, 
and 


as soon as Elliott dropped to the 
ground he sprang at Wheeler and 
succeeded in handcuffing him, 
nnd 


placing 
him 
under arrest. Tom 


Templeton, the supposed murderer, 
[3 still a fugitive, but is wanted for 
other crimes, and will be arrested if 
possible. 
The reward for his cap- 


ture, however, has been withdrawn. 


NEW MAN IN SYNDICATE. 


From Philadelphia comes the an- 


nouncement that George F. McCnlloch 
lias disposed oC his holdings in the 
Fort Wayne city street railway lines 
to Thomas Wanamalter, a aon of tho 
famous merchant and former postmas- 
ter general. Tho transfer does not In- 
clude Mr. McCulloch's holdings In the 
Fort Wayne, Logansport, Lafayette 
and Lima Traction company, and lie 
M'lll retain tho presidency of the local 
company. It is understood that Mr. 
McCnlloch sold the Fort Wayne hold- 
Ings at a handsome profit, and the 
new member of tho syndicate is re- 
garded as a valuable acquisition to tho 
association. Mr. Wanamaker, with 
Mr. Morgan and Mr. Jones, are expect- 
ed to arrive in Port Wayne next Tues- 
day on a trip of inspection over tlio 
property.

THE CRIME IS POLITICAL 


Man Thought to Be Victim of 


Hatred of Violent Branch 


of Revolutionists, 


London, Oct. 27.—Sagatol Sag-cunt, 


president of the Armenian revolu- 
tlonaiy society in London, was mur- 
dered in the suburb of Nunhead late 
yesterdny evening. 
The crime has 


created a sensation, as it has every 
appearance of being 
of a political 


character and has been, preceded by 
the assassinations of other officials 
of "branches of the same society on the 
continent. 


-Sagouni, who only returned to Lcn- 


don yesterday after settling up the 
affairs of on associate in Switzerland 
who was recently 
assassinated by 


stabbing, was entering his residence 
when a man rushed across the road 
and fired four shots at Sagouni in 
quick succession, the Inst bullet en- 
tering the region of the heart. 
Tihe 


murderer, who appeared to be a for- 
eigner, fled. 
The only clues to the 


iimn in possession cf .the authorities 
are a felt hat and a silver-plated re- 
volver, both made in. Wew 
York, 


which he dropped in his flight. 


MURDERED MAN WEALTHY. 
Tho murdered 
man, who was a 


mining engineer, become wealthy in 
the Caucasus and devoted his money 
to the Armenian cause. His sc-cieby 
was entirely passive and opposed to 
violence, and it is thought this atti- 
tude inspired' the advanced section 
of the Armenians wiih the desire for 
vengeance, the latter claiming that 
Sagouni's society devoted funds to 
charity which would have been better 
applied to violent remedies for the 
Armenian grievances. 


Sagouni is sold to have moved to 


England from New York early in 
1902. . 
' 


It Is.stated that Sagounl's life hafi 


been threatened 
on account of his 


participation in the exposure by tht> 
editor of a Boston newspaper, Young 
Armenia, after tho misappropriation 
of funds by a faction of the Armen- 
ian revolutionists. These men are 
alleged to have collected $20,000 iu 
America in 1902 and to have put the 
money in their own pockets, instead 
of pushing tho propaganda for the 
emancipation of Uie Armenians, for 
which the money was subscribed. 


ALWAYS WENT AHMED. 


Sagouni had frequently spoken of 


the determination of tho advanced 
Armenian revolutionists to extermi- 
nate the leaders of the passive party 
and for this reason he always carried 
a revolver and a dagger in self de- 
fence. 
The murderers' shots 
last 


night were so rapid that Sagouui was 
only able to draw his revolver after 
the murderer had fired three times, 
and as he turned to face his assailnnt 
Sagouni was shot near the heart nnd 
fell. 


When, at Dieppe, France, yester- 


day, on his way to England, Sagouni 
thought he was .being shadowed by a 
man whose description somewhat tal- 
lies with the appearance of the mur- 
derer, who is described as being five 
feet, throe inchos in height, about 
thirty years of age, having very 
long, black hair and a black mous- 
tache with long, drooping ends. A 
man was arrested near King's Cross 
railroad station ont suspicion of be- 
ing the assassin of. Sagouni, but he 
was later released. 


SIGNIFICANCE MINIMIZED. 


Boston, Oct. 27.—The 
murder of 


Sagatel Sagouni, 
president of tho 


Armenian revolutionary society, in 
London, is not regarded as being of 
great political significance by Ar- 
menians in this city, but rather as a. 
result of bitter feeling which exists 
between two factions within the rev- 
olutionary party itself. In support 
of this view was cited the recent at- 
tempt to assassinate an Armenian 
editor, Peter Krueglan, in tilts city, 
by members 
of the revolutionary 


party said to hold socialist 
views 


which Kuregiaii opposed. At 
the 


trial of the case, 
an officer of the 


party testified that the members of 
the socialist wing had taken oath to 
remove "all obstructions" in spread- 
ing- their views.

"When, the members of the cabinet as- 
sembled for the usual serai-weekly 
meeting- they joined in. extending 
cordial congratulations to the presi- 
dent.

with exquisite floral offerings.

huge basket of Ohrisanthemums was 
sent tc^'the president from the gov- 
ernment propagating gardens.

large as the crown of a derby hat and 
of splendid coloring.

COMES OP AGAIN 


Further Testimony in Ellison 


Bankruptcy Case-Some 


Losses,

ceruing specific claims which

holders are seeking to have made pre- 
ferred, further testimony in the hear- 
ing jf the Hollin Ellison bankruptcy 
matter wus deferred until Kovembev 
11. All tho witnesses summoned for 
the present hearing will again 
be 


called, togetlier with a number of 
new witnesses. 
Referee Harris nnd 


the Fort Wayne attorneys in the cose 
returned to that city at noon. 


The examination of tho bankrupt 


banker up to the present point has 
been of value In ascertaining some- 
thing of tho avenues into which the 
funds of the banks was poured, and 
wbich caused the collapse. Mrs. El- 
lison, the aged mother of tho banker, 
was not called to the stand, the at- 
torneys for 
the creditors accepting 


Mr. Ellison's 
statement that 
his 


mother knew nothing of tho conduct 
of the business. 
Neither "was Miss 


Alice Ellison, who occasionally as- 
sisted hor brother in tho bank, called 
to testify. Mr. Ellison, himself, was 
upon tho stand only for a moment to- 
day to answer a few questions con- 
cerning a small claim. 
One of tho 


gentlemen who is keeping in close 
touch, with the cnse stated today that 
he believed that assets to the extent 
of $100,000 were now in sight. This 
would mean the payment of about 
thirty cents upon the dollar. It is 
regarded as altogether likely that 
considerable litigation may result be- 
fore the case Is settled. 


In his testimony Mr. Ellison ac- 


counted for something like $130,000 
of his losses. This included $15,000 
dropped in the venture of the Snow- 
flake washing powder; $50,000 lost 
in a brickyard 
industry in 1893; 


$4,000 in the Nervine Coffee com- 
pany of Elkhart; nearly $3,000 in 
electric lighting plants at Cambridge 
City and Hartford City; $7,000 in a 
mine at Cripple Creek, Col.; $14,000 
in building up 
a series 
of milk 


routes; $1,000 in a canning com- 
pany; $2,000 in a mitten factory. He 
told of the investment of $32,000 in 
Cherryvale, Kan., and of selling his 
interest there for 855,000 in bonds of 
the ^edcral , Betterment company, 
$40,000 of which wero now on de- 
posit in Fort Wayne as collateral se- 
curity for tbe loan from the Fort 
Wayne Trust company, of $35,000. 
The latter amount was used in pay- 
ing off obligations, some of them to 
Fort Wayne banks. 


Mr Ellison explained tliot in pay- 


ment of a debt of abou-t $20,000 be 
iiad shortly before, the filing of the 
petition in bankruptcy accepted as 
payment $20,000 
in bonds of tho 


Mondamin Meadows Dairy company 
nnd had credited his brnther with 
$5,000 for services as attorney in 
correction with the western inter- 
ests. 
Mr. Ellison said he had re- 


tained hope of being able to weather 
the flnnncl.il storm until 5 o'clock of 
Iho ;ln.y before tho bank closed.

About one thousand 
persons at- 


tended the regular morning meet- 
ing- when Dowie talked on Christian 
Science, and especially on Mrs. Mary 
Baker G. Eddy and hor book. He de- 
clared 
that Christian Science was 


neither Christianity nor science. 


Mrs. Eddy's book, ho declared, was 


"inconsistent with the first elements 
of good sense." "Tho only possible 
charm in the 
book," ho continued', 


"seems to be that it is impossible to 
understand. 
There is one grain of 


truth in Christian Science. It teaches 
that disease does not come from God. 


"Aa 
for the arguments 
of the 


Scientists that there is no such thing 
as feeling, tasting or smelling, ex- 
cept in the imagination of persons, it 
is nil "bosh." 


Dowie concluded by saying that 


Christian 
Science "undermined all 


common honesty and veracity in tho 
human mind."

'distribution of the natural gas supply 
the Fort Wayne Gas company is now 
at work transferring consumers who 
have been supplied from the high pres- 
sure lines to the low pressure pipes 
through which, the remainder of the 
city Is served. 


Heretofore tho systems of mains in 


various portions of the city have made 
it necessary for a considerable num- 
ber of patrons to be given their sup- 
ply of fuel from the high pressure 
mains, governed by regulators. 
The 


result was that while many sections of 
the city were suffering from a shortage 
in tho supply, the high-pressure con- 
sumers managed to get along fairly 
well because they were supplied from 
the mains which carried the supply for 
distribution over a large territory. Un- 
der tho new urnuiKcraont all must 
Bit are alike. 


Today the company is molting u 


connection in Its low pressure mains 
at University and East. Washington 
streets in order to obviate the use of 
tho high pressure pipes, and until the 
repairs are completed a largo section 
of the city along East Washington, 
Walton avenue. East Crelghton ave- 
nue and contiguous territory Is shut 
off entirely. It is expected the work 


l Ijo completed today. Later the 


mains into tho Spy Run district are to 


changed to obviate- the necessity of 


supplying patrons thero from tbe high 
pressure lines.

is often justice denied." 


APPEAL A PRIVILEGE. 


The outline around which Justice 


Brewer has built up his argument i 
as follows: The right of appeal I 
hot a constitutional rigiht; neither i 
it a natural right. It Is merely 
statutory privilege, which the state 


iay grant or deny at its pleasure 


He then considers the effects of the 
unrestricted right of appeal, finding 
that it tends to prevent the punish 
ment of crime and transfers 
the 


stress of litigation from the lower 
tc the hlg-her court, tihus lessening 
both tihe standard and the responsi 
bllity of the former and overburden 
ng the latter. He next defines the 
position and work of the appellate 
court as he wxmld have it, holding 
that privilege o£ appeal should bi 
under Hie control of tJhat court and 
not be a right at the absolute dlsposa 
of tho complainant. 


IN HIOHEB COURTS. 


He would not take away from tin 


higher court the right of reviewing 
judgments, but would give it tin 
added power of determining tho ad- 
visability of tho revision. This privi- 
lege would, in his system, hold good 
not only in criminal, but also In 
civil cases. 


In introducing: his argument Jus- 


tice Brewer said: 


"Some delight in the continuance 


of Utigailou, for thereby tlfeir pe- 
cuniary Interests are subserved, and 
i-JioEfl interests are deemed more im- 
portant thnn thn 
public 
welfare. 


Again, there are some persons who

eon of David, was tall and handsome, 
winning In his manner, and as friendly 
with the poorest of the people as be waa 
with tho members of the aristocracy. 
He was an Ideal prince so far as graces 
arid accomplishments were concerned. 
His first prominence in the story Is ill 
connection with his murder ot the 
crown prince Ammon. Ammon was'tlio 
eon of one of David's wives, and Absa- 
lom of another, and there wns constant 
Jealousy between the children of the dif- 
ferent wives of tho harem. 
Ammon 


wronged Absalom's slsteY Tamar In a 
uiOBt outrageous wny, and as David, 
who should have punished tho offender, 
weakly did nothing about it, 'Absalom 
vowed vengea.U90, and, after waltlngtwo 
years for tho opportunity, Itlllcd his half 
brother, whom he had Invltrd to be his 
Gucet at a feast In his country liouso. 
Instead ot bolng third In the on'cr of 
•succession he was now second (or p-r- 
haps first, for strangely enough, David's 
second son drops out of tho hletory en 
tlrely, though his death Is not recorded; 
lie probably has his eye on the thron 
at this time. But however that ma 
have been, he had lillled the heir to th 
throno. and. faring: tho Indignation o 
tho people, fled to Syria. After thro 
years he won recalled by David, and ! 
two years more restored to full faVbr a 
court. But hla respect for his father ha 
weakened, and during tho years of cxll 
ho lost what Httlo love ho may have hai 
for him.

Marion Man in Revenge on 


His Wife Shoots His Two 


Little Sons to Death, 


MOB PURSUES MURDERER 


Jesse McClure, After Horrible 


Crime, Taken to Indianap- 


olis for Safety. 


Marlon, Ind;, Oct. 26.—Fleeing 


Irom a mob of farmers that clamored 
'or Ilia blood, Thomas Jesse McOIura 
drovo furiously Into Marion yester- 


afternoon and, leaving his buggy 


before - the jail, rushed 
inside and 


laimed protection of Sheriff Mills, 
jittle more than an hour before ho 
had slain his two little sons and but 
or the fleetness of his horse would 


met death at the hands of the 


ngry farmers of Point Isabel. 
Learning that the murderer had 


taken refuge in the jail, MB pursuers 
eturned and spread tho news about 
he scene of the crime, and soon a 
ormidable mob was hurrying toward 
Marlon, bent on storming the jail 
nd lynching the murderer. Fearing 
hat he would not be able to protect 
is prisoner, the sheriff hastily took 
iiu but of the jail by the back door, 
ot into a buggy with him and drove 
cross the country to a neighboring 
village, where

prisoner 
was 


placed on board ft train and taken to 
Indianapolis for safe-keeping. 


In a cool and deliberate manner 


McClure told the sheriff of his crime. 


DETERMINED TO KILL WIFE. 
"My wife and I separated," said 


McClure. "I did not think she was 
a fit mother to have charge of the 
children and I decided to kill her 
rather than to have the. children 
reared as I knew they would be. I 
was In Elwood this morning, where 
I hired a horse and buggy and drove 
to the home of my brother-in-law, 
Robert Hall, who lives 
four miles

and children were staying. It was 
my intention to kill my wife.

Hall, a 
sister of my wife, answered the call. 
I asked to see my wife, hut she re- 
fused to see me. I then asked to see 
my. children and Mrs. Hall brought 
them out.
